National Baptist A. 8. Convention. } 
(Concluded.) 

The Committee in relation to Slavery and the 
Religious Press reported. This Committee, ap- 
pointed to inquire into the reciprocal influence be- 
tween Slavery and the Religious Press—as well as 
to report otherwise in regard to Religious Periodi- 
eals—-made out their original report accordingly, 
making a development of the manifest “ recipro- 
eal influences” between Slavery and numerous Bap- 
tist periodicals. The Convention, however, struck 
out this part, and adopted the report as follows : 

The Committee appuinted to enquire into and re- 
port to this Convention on the reciprocal influence 
of slavery and the religious press, have endeavored 
faithfully and impartially to discharge the respon- 
vible duties devolved upon them. ‘ 

The Committee will not attempt to notice par- 
ticularly the papers of other demominations, except 
lo say that there are very few among them that 
publish the whole truth respecting slavery. Among 
these the Committee feel great pleasure in men- 
tioning the Evangelist, published in N. York, a 
Presbyterian paper, the Observer at Hartford, Con- 
Becticut, a Congregational paper, the Zion’s Watch- 
man, New York, an Episcopal Methodist paper, 
end the Luminary, of New York, a Methodist 
Protestant paper. All these, together with the 
Observer, at Hudson, Ohio, are considered worthy 
of the confidence and support of our brethren of 
those respective demominations. 

In ovr demonination, the Vermont Telegraph, 
Brandon, Vi., edited by brother O. S. Murray, the 
Christian Reflector, a weekly sheet of large size, 
edited by brother C. P. Grosvenor, and published 
simultaneously at Worcester, Mass., and in New 
York City, the Zion’s Watchtower and Baptist 
Vindicator, a monthly paper edited by brother Elon 
Galusha, at'Perry, Genesee Co. N. Y., the N. H.

To the Baptist Churches in the Northern part of 
the United States. 

Dear Brethren, —At a Convention of Baptists fa- 
vorable to the cause of immediate Emancipation, as- 
sembled in the city of New York, on the 28th of 
April, 1840, a Commiitee was appointed to address 
you, in relation to your duties on the subject of Sla- 
very, as it exists in our sister churches at the South. 
We beg, therefore, respectfully and earnestly to 
call your serious and prayerful attention to this 
momentous subject. That you have duties to per- 
form in relation to it, you cannot surely deny.— 
You sustain to your brethren at the South, the most 
intimate relations, and are capable of exerting over 
‘thetn an immense influence. And are you not 
bound, by love to Gud and to man, to bring that in- 
fluence to bear upon the removal of an evil of the 
most deadly character, an evil which reaches not 
merely to the bodies, but to the souls of its unhappy 
victitas, and which, though it may be mitigated 
by the kiwdness of particular individuals, within 
the limited sphere of their persona! influence, has 
a direct and irresistible tendency to destroy every 
thing great and good in the character of man? It 
is utterly impossible for the best masters that ever 
lived, while maintaining such a system, under the 
despotic Slave laws of their respective States es- 
sentially to mitigate or remove its evils. The re- 
duction of men formed in the image of God, to the 
condition and capacity of brutes, nay more to that 
of goods and chattels to be used for the personal ag-

They believe that, in pleading 
the cause of the oppressed, they directly advocate 
the cause of their ascended Master, and may hope 
to enjoy his gracious approbation and assistance. 

They have already tasted the wisdom of this 
course of actien, in individual cases, and have seen 
revivals of religion commence and extend then- 
selves gloriously, after the cause of the slave had 
been effectually pleaded in the churches. They 
are no longer intimidated by the oft-repeated alarm 
that, ‘if you introduce abolition into the pulpit and 
the church, you may expect no more revivals.” They 
are no longer to be beguiled, by the sophistry 
of a false prudence, into the belief that “ you only 
make matters worse fur the slaves by agitating this 
subject.” They have awaked to the clear vision 
that itis the will of GOD, they should “ open their 
mouth for the dumb and plead in the cause of all 
them that are appointed (decreed by man) to des- 
truction.” 


It was with views like these that the Christian 
Refiector was established, and we are now cheered 
by the belief that it has not existed in vain. The 
increasing favor our humble labors at present meet 
with, is proof that we have not incurred the gen- 
eral reprobation of our Brethren. We can now 
converse through these columns with thousands, 
spreading through -every free state in the Union, 
notwithstanding that, two years ago, we were grave- 
ly told that we might not expect to count even 
“hundreds” among our subscribers.

After an hour’s fighting the as-| 
sailants were repulsed, with the loss of their lea- 
der and 30 or 40 men, which achievement was 
effected chiefly by two Methodist missionaries 
and two native converts. ‘The village contains 
52 houses.— J. of Com. 

Flare up in Congress.—There was a cemon- 
stration of Southern chivalry in the House of Rep- 
resentatives at Washington, on the 21st of April, 
in which Garland of Louisiana and Bynum of 
North Carolina where the principal actors, 
They grappled with each other like two enraged 
wild cats, and beat each other’s noses in the most 
approved style of Congressional bullyism. Unfor- 
tunately for their constituents, however, they 
were separated before they had eaten each other 
up incontinently, like the famous Kilkenny €ats. 
Such scenes are disgraceful to our national leg- 
islature, and call loudly for-the interposition of 
the strong arm of the law. What an illustration 
does this scene of violence furnish of Mr. Jeffer- 
son’s description of the influence of slavery up- 
on the white community: ‘The parent storms, 
the child looks on, catches the lineaments of 
wrath, puts on the same airs, in the circle of 
smaller slaves, and thus nursed, educated, and 
daily exercised in the school of tyranny, cannot 
but be stamped by it with the most odious pecu- 
liarities. ‘That man must be a prodigy who can 
retain his morals or manners uncorrupted in the 
‘midst of such circumstances.’ Such, in sub- 
stance, was the language of Jefferson, uttered 
probably before Messrs Garland and Bynum 
had learned to fight or to read. Neither of these 
belligerent Congressmen can be considered a 
‘prodigy. —Christian Witness. 





A Roman Catnortc.—No man in this day is 
attracting greater attention, and exerting a great- 
er influence on his generation, than ‘Theobald 
Matthew, a Catholic Priest. And since we find 
him so heartily engaged in one of the noblest

But our readers will be surprised when 
we assure them that these papers are supported, 
not exclusively by the abandoned profligate, but in 
part and by far too much by the sober, the -relig- 
tous portion of the community. We have seen 
multitudes of Christian men, we have seen minis- 
ters of the gospel and professors in theological sem- 
Inaries contribute their mite toward sustaining, 
printing and publishing these vehicles of corrup- 
tion, these sewers of moral pollution and ruin.— 
They were thus co-operating, true without inten- 
tion or suspicion of evil, but actually co-operating 
with the basest and wickedest of men in the most 
powerful instrumentality now in operation to pois- 
on society and to circulate pestiferous and deadly 
sentiments. We have seen these papers introduced 
into families of the most refined and virtuous, and 
in the hands of females who would blush to hear the 
tithe of one of the columns of the foul print they 
were reading with apparent delight. 

If the serivus portion of the community did not 
buy these papers, they might perhaps be deprived 
of a support essential to their existence. Every 
cent thus given helps to swell the tide on which 
they float. And the serious question we wish to 
ask is this, “Is it right to sustain such papers ?” 
Though there were no other penny papers, would 
it be right, and when there are others well conduct- 
ed-and usefully engaged in diffusing cheap and en- 
terfaining intelligence, is it not sinning without a 
motive to buy a sheet full of licentious and profane 
ribaldry, when for the same cent more gratification 
anid profit can be secured. 

It is said in justification, it is only a cent! But 
the paper lives by such patronsas he who thus jus- 
tifies. Itis said, we buy it only for a few mo- 
ments’ reading, in the car, or steam-boat, or while 
waiting for breakfast. True, and so do others, and 
thus you are unconsciously contributing to the 
nourishment and extension of one of the most 
threatening evils in our cities. It is with feelin 
that we speak, and a few moments’ reflection will 
satisfy any candid mind that this feeling is not 
misspent. We wish that other religious papers 
would show their opinions on this subject, and that 
the public mind might be awakened and public sen- 
timent corrected.—N. Y. Observer.

Protracted Meetings. 

The celebrity which these meetings have acquir- 
ed, their supposed recent date, the large numbers 
which they have brought into the church, together 
with the widely different results of which they have 
been productive, have rendered them the subject of 
much speculation, and to know, on the whole, 
whether they are desirable, is, by some good men, 
considered a desideratum ; fearing that the numeral 
increase, is not an equivalent for the supposed has- 
ty and unprepared manner in which they have been 
gathered in. When we reflect on the intimate con- 
nection existing between these meetings and the ex- 
istence of a large portion of the church, as also the 
bearing which they have onthe future character of 
the church, it is natural to suppose they would become 
the subject of deeply interesting enquiry. It will 
be natural to enquire, if they are’sanctioned by the 
word of God, or an ipnovation; if there be any 
weighty objections against them ; and also wheth- 
er they accord with what might reasonably be ex- 
pected, in our approximation to the universal ex- 
tension of the Pedeemer’s kingdom. 

As to the enquiry, whether they are sanctioned 
by the scriptures, or not, the affirmative, we think 
may be safely taken. In an enquiry of this nature, 
we are liable to attach too much importance to 
modern technicalties, and if we do not find the ap- 
pellations Protracted meetings, Foreign missions, 
Sabbath schools, Bible class, Anti-slavery Society, 
Temperance Society, &c., to infer that the scrip- 
tures do not sanction their existence, and leave it 
optional with the christian, whether he counte- 
nance them; or treat them asinnovations. Liable 
to uverluok the fact, that the scriptures lay down 
great elementary principles adapted to every age, 
and to all nations, which cover the whole ground of 
allthe benevolent institutions that exist, or that 
will exist; and that they do not always stop to 
trace out these principles, in their ramifications, 
and apply to them our modern appellations. For 
instance, we findin the commission to the disci- 
ples, ‘“* Go ye forth into all the world and preach the 
gospel to every creature,” the whole ground of mis- 
sionary operations covered. When God givesa 
command to any duty, he virtual/y, though it may 
be not specifically and formally, requires us to use 
all available and suitable means which are essen- 
tial to its execution. - Hence when the above cow- 
mand was given, common sense would lead to the 
selection of appropriate means. “Go ye forth”; 
on fvot if you choose it; but if seas and lakes ob- 
struct your progress, avail yourselves of vessels to 
cross them. Defraud not the mariner of the fare; 


the heathen who know not the value of the gospel 
you bring them, refuse to sustain and remunerate 
your labors by pecuniary aid, do as Paul did in 
similar circumstances, receive such aid from the 
churches you left at home. This is but employing 
reasonable and appropriate means which were re- 
quired in the corvamand by implication. 


The employ- 
ment ia meetings of this kind, is but the simple, 
ordinary, and most prominent means which God 
has instituted for the salvation of sinners, multipli- 
ed to an extent beyond what prudence has _hereto- 
fore deemed expedient. The employment in these 
meetings is simply the ministry of the word and 
prayer, protracted. Both of these duties have prom- 
ise of peculiar and special influence of the Holy 
Spirit. The former, God is wont to accompany 
with the Holy Ghost sent down from heaven ; and 
of the latter it is said how much more shall your 
Heavenly Father give the spirit to them that ask it?

mensurate to their multiplication, or there is a nat- 
ural tendency in such unremitting efforts, to awak- 
en the conscience, and rouse the attention to the 
high concerns of the soul, in either of which cases 
itis thought justifiable toemploy them. If the 
first supposition be the fact, it will be admitted by 
all, that protracted meetings are of the highest im- 
portance; and on the supposition of the last, if they 
be not important to some extent, to what purpose 
do we on ordinary occasions, aim to awaken the 
consciences of sinners? Why do we address their 
understandings, employ arguments, and exhibit mo- 
tives, but from a firm persuasion that it is through 
the excitement which the preached word is calcul- 
ated to produce, that God gperates, and not by 
their exclusion? Nor should we dare to aim at 
any thing short of arresting the attention and 
awakening the consciences of sinners, from fear 
that all would end in mere excitement. The souls 
of sinners may fall short of eternal life, although 
excited ; they assuredly will if not excited. But 
many wise and holy men, who have had ample 
means of judging, have a settled conviction, that 
the multiplication of converts in these meetings is 
attributable to special and extraordinary influence 
from above. And why should it be thought incred- 
ible that God should fulfil his promises? that those 
who sow bountifully, should reap.bountifully? that 
many devout men touching one thing in their pray- 
ers, should have their request granted? James 
assures us that the effectual fervent prayer of a 
righteous man availeth much. Will not the fer- 
vent effectual prayers of many such become more 
prevalent? We have something analogous to such 
a supposition, in the extensive and effectual fast 
proclaimed by the king of Ninevah, and in that or- 
dered by Esther, and likewise in the circumstances 
connected with the fall of Jericho. In the latter 
case, the Priests and the army for six successive 
days, compassed the city and rested, the Priests 
going on and blowing their trumpets.

Seventh New-England A. 8S. Convention. 
[Concluded.] 
Wepnespay, 3 o'clock, P. M. 

The Convention again met. 

Abby Kelley offered the following preamble and 
resolution, which were advocated by the mover, and 
adopted. 

Whereas, The government of the United States, 
by sustaining the slave ogeem, is highly tyranni- 
eal and despotic; and whereas, the policy of the 
different political parties of the country has given, 
and is giving full sanction to this government; 
therefore 

Resolved, That the United States of America, 
though a republic in name, is a despotism in reali- 
ty ; and its great political parties have no claim, 
whatever, to the appellations democratic, republi- 
ean, ,whig or conservative. 

C. C. Burleigh offered the following resolution, 
which was supported by the mover and adopted. 

Resolved, That if possessing and not using the 
power to overthrow slavery ; if palliating counte- 
nancing and sustaining it by the pulpit, the press, 
and the general voice of public opinion ; if shaping 
constitutional provisions and legislative enactments 
to — its interests and protect its existence; 
and in a word if exerting moral and pledging a a 
ical power to uphold and perpetuate it can involve 
a people in the guilt of slaveholding, or lay them 
under obligations to repent and reform, and put 
forth exertions for the destruction of the slave sys- 
tem ; then are the people of the North implicated 
in the guilt of southern slavery, and bound to labor 
for his abolition. 

Voted to adjourn, to meet at Chardon street Chap- 
el at 7 1-2 o’clock, this evening. 

Wepnespay Eventne, 7 1-2 o’clock. 

The Convention again assembled. 

E. Quincy, from the Business Committee, report- 
ed the following resolutions, viz: 

Whereas, Human beings are held in slavery, 
particularly in this boasted land of liberty, in viola- 
tion of the most sacred rights of our common hu- 
manity, and of the just and equal laws of God; 
therefore, on 

Resolved, That it is the high privilege and most 
solemn duty of every human being, without regard 
to color, sex, clime, or condition, in virtue of the 
comnion brotherhood of man, and the great law of 
love which demands of us an equal interest in the 
welfare of others with what we feel for ourselves, 
te use all righteous means to restore to our breth- 
ren in bonds that freedom of which they have been 
cruelly robbed. 

Whereas, slavery is upheld by the combined ac- 
tion of nearly all the ramifications of society, unit- 
ed by a common bond of union, for the single ob- 
ject of giving strength and durability to this mon- 
strous outrage upon human nature; therefore, 

Resolved, That in order to counteract and re- 
move the influence which thus gives vitality and 
power to this system, we must, if possible, unite an 
equality wice diversity of interests by some com- 
moo bond,—upon a platform broad enough to con- 
tain the whole human family, for the purpese of 
concentrating the moral energies of the friends of 
freedom for an exterminating warfare agains: this 
most deadly enemy of our race. 

Resolved, That the Old Anti-Slavery Organiza- 
tion furnishes this platform, where Aumanity can 
stand and battle for those rights which are the 
common property of all who wear the human form, 
by requiring of its members no religious or politic- 
al test, or peculiar outward conformation, in order 
to entitle them to the rights of membership, but 
the simple belief of the universal sinfulnass of slav- 
ery; and the wonderful success which bus attended 
its labors for the elave, increases our faith from day 
to day, that, with the blessing of God, it will be 
the means of eliecting the tinal emancipation of the 
millions who are now pining in bondage in our 


Resolved, That all attempts to narrow down or 
destrey our noble platform, whether by ‘new-or- 
ganization’ or disorganization, are to be regarded 
. nage p . ee, true interests of freedom, and 
shou rowned upon, anu unqualifiedly opposed 
by every true friend of the slave." 4 

Resolved, That the efforts which are now mak- 
ing by certain of the professed friends of the slave, 
to ‘ new-organize’ the abolitionists of the country, 
by, the destruction of the board platform of genuine 
anti-slavery, including the formation of the . 
chusetts Abolition Society, and the American and 
Foreign A.S. Society, are a palpable departure 
frem original abolitiohism, and should be strenously 





opposed by all who have the welfare of the slave at 
art. 

Resolved, That the charges which are brought 
against the American and Mass. Anti-Slavery So- 
cieties, of seeking to advance objects foreign to the 
question of abolition, such as non-resistance and 
woman’s rights, technically so called, are in the 
opinion of this Coovention, utterly false and ground- 
less, and unworthy of honorable minds, and are 
either the production of a diseased imagination, la- 
boring under some strange hallucination, a miad 
palpably ignorant of the past action of these socie- 
ties, and of the nature of our enterprise, or of a 
heart wilfully corrupt, and most obviously hostile 
to the glorious cause of liberty, for the advancement 
of which these associations have been formed. 
Resolved, That we feel especial sorrow and in- 
dignation at the recent formation of the American 
and Foreign A. S. Society in the city of New York, 
believing that the only reason which could be given 
at that time for its formation, which has not exis- 
ted ever since the American Society was formed at 
Philadelphia, viz: the appointment of a woman to 
act on a Cammittee of the Society, is entirely in- 
sufficient to justify such a course, as well as utterly 
opposed to the spirit and genius of our enterprise ; 
but if sufficieat now, that it ought to have influenced 
to such an act, a year ago, since it has existed for 
an entire year. 

Resolved, That we think the conduct of that So- 
ciety in taking a name so nearly resembling that of 
the old organizatiun, is unjust, anc exceedingly 
disingenuous, if not absolutely dishonest, as it will 
necessarily lead to frequent collisions, by confouund- 
ing the two associations in the minds of the peo- 
ple, as well as if other ways; and it meets our 
most unqualitied condemnation. 

Resolved, That our confidence in the American 
A. S. Society, has increased rather than diminished 
by its action at its last and annual meeting; and 
we heartily and cordially recommend it to the con- 
fidence of abolitionists throughout the world, asa 
faithful and efficient friend of the enslaved, stand- 
ing on the old platform, erected in 1833, and as an 
advocate fur the largest liberty, by receiving into 
its bosom, on terms of perfect equality, all who love 
the slave, whatever may be their views of politics, 
or whatever physical conformation God has pleased 
to give them. 

The first four of the above series of resolutions 
were adopted. The fifth resolution was discussed 
and laid upon the table, to be taken up to-morrow 
at 10 o'clock,

J. A. Collins offered a resolution relating to the 
Amistad captives, which was committed to the Bu- 
siness Committee. pee 

The following resolutions, which were laid on 
the table in the morning, were adopted: 

Resolved, That the prejudice which excludes 
the people of color in this country trom those social, 
political and religious rights, which belung to them 
in common with every other purtion of the human 
family, under whatever guise it may manifest it- 
self, is a violation of Christian law, and of the great 
principles which lie at the foundation of our enter- 
prise, and is one of the great supports of American 
Slavery; and that, consequently, it is the duty of 
every moral being, but especially of abolitionists, 
to bear a faithful testimony against it both by pre- 
cept and example. 

Resolved, That we will do all in our power to 
elevate and improve the condition of the colored 
people, by introducing them, on equal terms, into 
schouls and seminaries and every honorable occu- 
pation of life. 

The Finasce Committee presented a report, re- 
commending that the balance of the funds in the 
hands of the Treasurer, after defraying the expen- 
ses of the Convention, be paid over to the Treasurer 
of the American A. S. Society, for the support of 
the National A. S. Standard. The recommendation 
was pot adopted. 
ze following resolution was unanimously adop-

ed: 
Resolved, That we earnestly entreat the several 
State Societies, auxiliary to the American Society, 
to render prompt pecuniary assistance to that So- 
ciety, that it may have the means of vigorously 
prosecuting its appropriate work : 

The Business Committee presented the following 
resolutions, which were adopted : 

Resolved, That the government of the United 
States, in thrusting into prison aud treating as fel- 
ons the high-souled band of the Amistad, for acting 
on the principle that * resistance to tyrants is obe- 
dience to God,’ has given fresh oceasion to the na- 
tions of the earth, to hold us up to the indignant 
scorn and withering contempt of the whole world, 
as guilty of the grosseet hypocrisy, in boasting our- 
selves ‘the land of the free, the home of the brave, 
and the refuge of the oppressed.’ 

Resolved, That we regard with the deepest com- 
miseration and sympathy the unhappy condition of 
these captives, and that, as members of the same 
human family ; and as Christians we ought to make 
use of every righteous means, to prevent their be- 
ing thrown into the hands of the Spanish authori- 
ties to be judicially murdered. 

C. C. Burleigh presented the following preamble 
and resolution, which were unanimously adopied : 

Whereas, The American and Foreign Anti-Silav- 
ery Society, in an‘ Address to the Friends of the 
Anti-Slavery cause throughout the United Srates 
and the world,’ has either expressly or by insinua- 
tion aceused «hose or some of those, who remain 
connected with the American Anti-Slavery Society 
of having ‘ identified’ the latter Society with ‘ the 
private opinions of individuals, as to the inherent 
sinfulness of human government, and the sphere in

events, even if the great moral enterprise in which 
they and we originally embarked, should retro- 
grade ;’ therefore : 

Resolved, That we feel constrained to express 
our astonishment atthe publication, from such a 
source, of statements and insinuations so grossly 
untrue, and unworthy the character of honorable 
men, engaged in an enterprise of philanthropy, as 
the above and others contained in the same docu- 


emphatic denial. ‘ 

G. W. F. Mellen presented a series of resolutions, 
which he asked to have published with the proceed- 
ing of the Convention. The request was not grant- 


ed. 

Ww. M. Chace offered the following resolution, 
which was adopted. 

Resolved, That the Convention recommend, as a 
matter of expediency as well as principle, the ap- 
propriation of as small salaries to agests, editors 
and secretaries, as a wise reference to existing cir- 
cumstances will allow. 

On motion of E. Quincy, voted, that the minutes 
of this Convention he referred to the Board of Man- 
agers of the Mass. A.S. Society to be by them 
ublished with the proceedings of the Convention of 
ast year. 

On motion of E. Quincy, voted, that the thanks 
of this Convention be presented to S. Fessenden, 
the President, fur the able and impartial manner in 
which he has presided over its deliberations. _

Massachusetts Abolition Society. 

The annual meeting for the transaction of busi- 
ness came on Tuesday afternoon, the 26th inst. 
The constitution provides that this meeting shall be 
constituted of the officers and agents of the society, 
and such delegates as are sent by auxiliaries—each 
auxiliary sending one delegate for every twenty-five 
members. The meeting was held in hall No. 1 of 
Marlboro’ Chapel, and instead of an array of emp- 
ty seats, we had the pleasure of more than 100 
individuals from some 67 different towns, being a 
constitutional representation of about THREE THOU- 
SAND abolitionists from srxr¥ local societies. 

After the enrolment of delegates, the Report of 
the Executive Committee was read by th secretary, 
and with various suggestions of amendment from 
the delegates, was referred to the Executive Com- 
mittee and seven others appointed for the purpose, 
to revise and publish. The officers of the ensuing 
year, on the nomination of a committee of one from 
each county, were then appointed. Amendments 
to the constitution were adopted—the first changing 
the auxiliaryship of the society from the American 
to the American and Foreign A. S. Society—a se- 
cond, allowing the Board of Managers to increase 
the Executive Committee to twenty=a third allow- 
ing the Executive Committee to designate the time 
and place of the annual meeting and the public an- 
niversary on anniversary week. After the transac- 
tron of some other business the meeting adjourned to 
meet at the close of the public anniversary on 
Thursday. 

Pusiic ANNIVERSARY. 

This was held, according to public notice, in the 
Marlboro’ Chapel, on Thursday, the 23th, at 10 
o’clock A. M., Dea. Win. B. Dodge, President, in 
the chair, and a numerous and respectable audience 
in attendance. Extracts from the Annual Report 
were read by the Secretary, and Messrs. Osgood of 
Springfield, Sessions of Salem, Pierpont of Boston, 
Barnaby of Harwich, Leavitt of New York, Denison 
of New Jersey, and Lee of Boston, participated in 
the other exercises of the occasion. The several 
resolutions were ably and eloquently supported by 
the several gentlemen who offered them, and the 
exercises throughout were of an interesting and 
impressive character. Atthe close, agreeably to 
adjournment, the officers and agents of the society 
and the delegates from auxiliaries were requested 
to remain for the transaction of business. 

The meeting having come to order, Mr. Brackett, 
the treasurer reported that the income of the soci- 
ety from donations, and from the Massachusetts 
Abolitionist since it came into the hands of the 
Executive Committee, amounted to $10,275 79, and 
that the expenditures were $10,448 89, leaving a 
halance due the treasurer of $173 19, At the same 
time the liabilities of the society in notes and bills 
payable, most of which have not arrived at maturi- 
ty, amount to $155357. Besides this, several 
hundred dollars are due our agents for which 
they have pledges trom friends of ‘the cause, not 
yet due, sufficient, when collected, to pay them. 
As the committee would need nearly a thousand 
dollars to meet the liabilities becoming due in afew 
weeks, a subscription was opened on the spot and 
between four and five hundred dollars subscribed. 
Our friends will see, however that the committee 
will need more than this toenable them to meet the 
liabilities that are daily becoming due. We trust 
they will not fail to render them the requisite as- 
sistance at once. The committee have been sus- 
tained, the past year, beyond their largest expecta- 
tions. It has been a year of conflict and trial, but 
by the blessing of God and the hearty co-operation 
of their friends. the committee have been carried 
triumphantly through it; and instead of “dying a- 
way,” the society, whose servants they are, now 
numbers TWELVE county and not less than TWO 
HUNDRED local auxiliaries. The lines are now 
generally drawn between us and those who have 
waged a “ war of extermination” upon us, and the 
way is prepared for the committee, ifas generously 
sustained as they have been the past year, to carry 
the cause of the slave, unembarrassed by foreign 
questions or the conflict of self defence, directly to 
the hearts and consciences of the great mass of the 
people. ‘This they design, by the blessing of God, 
todo. Nordo they doubt that their constituents 
will give them a prompt and vigorous support.

Arrival of the First Steam Packet from Liver 


On Wednesday afternoon arrived at this port 


the Steam Packet Unicorn, Capt. Douglas, 
from Liverpool, May 16. She arrived at 
fax at 11 o’clock, June 1, and left for Boston at 


12 o'clock the following night. She has made 
the passage in 18 days, and brings London pa- 
pers to the evening of May 15, it being fifteen 
days later than were bronght by the British) 
Queen. She brought 27 passengers to Halifax, | 
and 24 from Halifax to Boston. She had head | 
wind during nearly the whole passage. ‘The 
next boat will be the Britannia, to said July 1. 
Among the passengers is a son of Mr. Samuel 
Cunard. 

The Unicorn was first seen from Mr. Parker’s 
Observatory at 12 minutes before 5, being then 
near the light house, and she arrived opposite to 
the wharf at East Boston in 48 minutes. She 
was saluted from India wharf and from the Rev- 
enue Cutter. The cutter was dressed with flags, 
and the English and American flags were hois- 
ted at the Observatory and atthe Maverick 
House. Capt. Sturgis of the Revenue Cutter, 
went on board the Unicorn and saw her moored 
at the wharf. Before proceeding to the wharf 
at East Boston, she passed near the end of Long 
wharf, and took a turn round towards the Navy 
Yard, thence back to East Boston. The hand- 
some painted glass windows of her cabin, were 
broken by the firing from East Boston. 

The cotton market at Liverpool during the 
week ending May 15, had been depressed, with a 
falling off of prices of 1-8d. in American and 
Brazils. ‘The sales of the preceding week 
were brisk. 

At the date of our last previous intelligence, 
war appeared to be on the point of breaking out 
between Great Britain and Naples. ‘That con- 
troversy has been brought to a close, by the par- 
ties who had the grant of the sulphur monoply 
having voluntarily relinquished it. 

The affairs of Turkey appear to assume a 
more decidedly hostile aspect. tis stated in the 
Courier Francais that the great powers had pre- 
sented a note to the Porte in which they called on 
it to grant to Mehemet Ali the hereditary sover- 
eignty of Egypt and Syria, with the exception of 
the districts of Adana and Taurus. We donot 
see any confirmation of this statement. 

In the House of Lords Lord Stanhope bronght 
forward his motion on the subject of China af- 
fairs. The Duke of Wellington took part in 
the debate, and expressed his approbation of the 
conduct of captain Eliot. ‘The motion of Lord 
Stanhope, which was for an address to the Queen 
expressing a disapprobation of the hostile mea- 
sures against China, was negatived without a 
division. Mr. Palmer’s notice of a motion in 
the House of Commons on the same subject was 
in consequence withdrawn. 

The London papers contain news from Bom- 
bay to March 31, and from Singapore to Feb. 
20. But the information from China is not so 
late as has been received here direct from Can- 
ton. Several ships were ready at Calcutta and 
Madras, to sail for China with troops. ‘Three 
regiments were to embark from Calcutta, viz. 
the Cameronians, the Queen’s 40th, and a reg- 
iment of volunteer Sepoys. They were to ren- 
dezvous at Singapore. The Cameronians, 921 
in number, and 32 officers, were to embark about 
the 20th of March, in five ships. 

In the house of Commons, May 14, in an- 
swer to an inquiry by Sir S. Canning relative to 
the affairs of Persia, Lord Palmerston said, 
‘Our relations with Persia are the same now as 
a twelvemonth ago. Negotiations are in pro- 
gress for bringing about a settlement, but our 
interests in Persia are confined to a Charge d’ Af- 
faires, and to a Consul at Tabriz.” 

Lord William Russel, was murdered in his 
own house in Norfolk street, park lane, Lon- 
don, May 5, it was supposed by his valet. His 
throat was cut, while be was lying in his bed, 
and he was found inthe morning weltering in 
blood, and dead, his chamber having been 
rifled, The valet remained in the house, and 
and was soon suspected of the crime, and was 
under examination. 

A disastrous fire broke out in London on the 
morning of May 14, in Mary-le-bone street which 
was attended with the loss of one or two lives, 


persons, who were saved with difficulty. A lad 
was saved by forcing a hole by crow-bars through 
a.solid wall. On the day after the fire, the fire- 
men succeeded in discoverng the mutilated re- 
mains of one of the sufferers, whose body was 
supposed to be that of Mr. Marr, the Chief Clerk 
at the United Kingdom Life Assurance Office, 
but it was so much burnt that it was impossible 
to speak positively as to its identity. It was 
conveyed to the workhouse in Vine street, Pic- 
cadilly. Another body was supposed to be cov- 
ered by the rnins. 

Dr. ‘Turnbull has made a remarkable discov- 
ery of a method of curing déafness. Two ca- 
ses are related, apparently well authenticated, of 
the cure of two patients, one nine years old who 
had lost her hearing from a fever when an infant, 
and another a girl 13 years old, who was born 
deaf. The cure was effected in half an hour, 
so that the patient could hear the ticking of a 
watch.-—Boston Advertiser. 





On the subject of the North Eastern bounda- 
ry nothing had been done. The only purport of 
the statement of Lord John Russell, in reply to 
the inquiry of Mr. Hume was, that the report of 
the commissioners for a survey of the disputed 
teritory had been received a few days before, 
which ‘“‘contained matter of very considerable 
importance’ —that this was under the consider- 
ation of the Governmeut,and an answer would be 
immediately returned to the last proposition made 
by the Government of the United States, inform- 
ing them how far the British Government could 
fall in with it. No further information has been 
communicated to the public on this subject, nor 
is there any intimation that any negotiation was 
pending upon it in England.
